In 1860 we had a public domain of 
1,05*5,911^288 acres. Wo have now 731. 
3-4,081 acres, 
confined 
largely 
to 
mountain ranges and semi-arid and 
arid plains. We have in addition 368- 
035,075 acres of land in Alaska. 
The public lands were during the 
earliest adminis rations treated as a 
^National asset for the liquidation of 
the public debt and as a source of 
reward for our soldiers and sailors. 
Later on they were donated in large 
amounts in aid of the construction of 
wagon roads and railways in order to 
open up regions in the West then 
almost inaccessible. All the principal 
land statutes were enacted more than 
a quarter of a century 
ago. The 
homestead act, the pre-emption and 
tim ber culture ac:, the coal land and 
the mining acts were among these. 
The rapid disposition of the public 
lands under the early statutes and 
the lax methods of distribution pre­ 
vailing, due, I think, to the belief that 
the lands should rapidly pass into 
private ownership, give rise to the 
impression that the public domain 
was legitimate prey for the unscrup­ 
ulous and that it was not con rary 
to good morals to 
land laws. 
Fraudulent Land Deals. 
This prodigal manner of disposition 
resulted in the pas&ipg of large-.areas 
of valuable land and many of our 
National resources into the hands of 
persons who felt IR.Ie or no respon­ 
sibility for promoting the National 
■ftelfaie through 
their 
development. 
The truth is that title to millions of 
acies or public lands was fraudulent 
1} ob .ai tied and that the right to re­ 
cover a large part of such lands for 
the government long since ceased by 
reason of statutes of limitation. 
There has developed in recent years 
a deep concern in the public mind 
respecting 
the 
preservation 
and 
proper use of our natural resources. 
This has been particularly directed 
toward the conservation of the 
sources on the public domain. 
The problem is how to save and 
how to utilize, how to conserve and 
still to develop, for no ?ane person 
can contend that it is for the com­ 
mon good that nature’s blessing are 
o n l y f o r unborn generations

sage to congress on the subject of 
the Improvemen 
of our waterways; 


upon the 'reclamation ana irrigation 
of arid, semi-arid and swamp 'lands; 
upon the preservation of our forests 
and the reforesting of suitable areas, 
upon the retfiassiflcatlon of the pub- 
lic domain witih a view of separating 
from agricultural set lement, mineral, 
coal and phosphorous 'arids and sites 
belonging to the government border- 
Ing on streams suitable for the util- 
ization of waterpower." 


Public 'Domain In I860. 


In I860 we 'had a public domain of 


l,05o,911;2SS acres. We have now 731. 
3.M,»»1 acres, 
confined 
largely 
to 


mountain ranges and semi-arid and 
•rid plains. W« have in addition 368- 
035,375 acre* of land in Alaska. 


The public lands were dtaring the 


earliest adminls rations treated as a 
National asset tor the liquidation of 
the public debt and as a source ot 
reward for our soldiers and sailors. 


LOCAL MARKET. 


Later on they were donated In large 
amounts In ajd ot the construction of 
wagon roads and railways in order to 
open up regions in tine West 
Lhen 


almost inaccessible. All the principal 
land statutes were enacted more than 
a quarter of a century ago. The 
homestead act, "the pre-emption and 
tim'ber culture ac., 'the coal land and 
the mining acts were among these. 


The rapid disposition of the public 


lands under the early- statutes and 
(he lax methods of distribution pre- 
vailing, due, I thin*, to -Jie belief that 
the lands should rapidly pass into 
private ownership, give rase to the 
Impression 
that the public domain 


was legitimate prey tor the unscrup- 
ulous and Ghat it was not con rary 
to good morals to circumvent the 
land laws. 


Fraudulent land Deals. 


This prodigal manner o>( dispositdon 


resulted in the passing of large-areas 
of valuable land and many ot our 
National resources Into the hands of 
persons wfoo felt Itt le or no respon- 
sibility for promoting .the National 
welfare through 
their 
'development 


The truth is that title to millions of 
acres of public lands was fraudulent- 
ly ob'alned and tihat the right to re- 
cover a large part of such lands for 
the government long since ceased 'by 
reason of statutes of limitation. 


There "has developed in recent years 


a deep concern In the pu'Mic mind 
respecting 
the 
preservation 
and 


proper use of our natural resources. 
This has been particularly directed 
toward the conservation of the 
sources on the public domain 


The problem Is how to save and 


how to utilize, 'how to conserve and 
still to develop, 'tor no sane person 
can contend that it is for (he com-

Public 'Domain in I860. 


In I860 we 'had a public domain of 


1,095,911,988 acres. <We have now 731- 
3.C4,0#1 acres, 
confined 
largely 
to 


mountain ranges and semi-arid and 
arid plains. W« have la addition 368- 
085,375 acres of land in Alaska. 


The public lands were during the 


earliest admtnls rations treated as a 
National asset for tibe liquidation of 
the public deibt and as a source ot 
reward for our «oldi«rs and sailors. 
Later on they were donated In large 
amounts rin aM of the construction of 
•wagon roads and railways in order to 
open up regions in tine West ihen 
almost inaccessible. All the principal 
land statutes were enacted more than 
a quarter of a century ago. The 
homestead act," the pre-emption and 
timber culture a«., 'the coal land and 
the mining acts were among these. 


The rapid disposition of the puMlc 


lands under <the early statutes and 
the lax methods ot distribution pre- 
vailing, due, I thin*, to -Jie belief that 
the larods should rapidly pass into 
private ownership, give rase to the 
impression 
that the public domain 


was legitimate prey £or the unscrup- 
ulous and Ghat It was not con rary 
to good morals to circumvent the 
land laws. 


Fraudulent land Deals. 


This prodigal manner ^>e disposition 


resulted in the passing of large*areas 
of valuable land and many oE our 
National resources Into the lianas of 
persons who felt '1H le or no respon- 
sibility (or pramotlng 'tire National 
welfare through 
their

The truth Ss that title to millions of 
acres of public lands was fraudulent- 
ly ob'alned and tihat the right to re- 
cover a large part of such lands for 
the government long since -ceased lby 
Teason ot statutes of limitation. 


There "has developed in recent years 


a deep concern In the public mind 
respecting 
the 
preservation 
and 


proper use of our natural resources. 
This has been particularly directed 
toward the conservation of the re- 
sources on the public domain 


The problem Is how to save and 


how to utilize, bow to conserve and 
still to develop, 'tor no sane person 
can contend that It is for the com- 
mon good that nature's Messing are 
only for uniborn generations.
